This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 11-17, drawn to a bone-fixed locator. 

Group II, claim(s) 18-21 , drawn to a navigation system. 

Group III, claim(s) 21-26, drawn to a method for determining the spatial position and 
location of body parts of a mammal. 

The inventions listed as Groups I, II, and III do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features. Although the language of 
independent claim 1 1 is somewhat confusing, the Examiner presently understands 
claim 1 1 to positively recite only a body, and an engagement portion wherein the body 
comprises either zero, one, or two target markers. Since any ordinary screw will have a 
body and an engagement portion, no elements of claim 1 1 alone or in combination are 
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considered to constitute a special technical feature. Therefore, Groups I and II and 
Groups I and III lack a corresponding special technical feature. 

Regarding Groups II and III, the present language of independent claim 18 would 
seem to read on a limb comprising a pair of ordinary bone screws in a room with an x- 
ray machine. The method of Group III, however, is drawn to a method that recites a 
particular interaction between elements that are distinct from the elements of Group II. 
This interaction constitutes the special technical feature of Group III. Since an 
interaction is, by definition, a process, the apparatus claims of Group II cannot include 
the special technical feature of Group III. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does 
not distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, 
the election shall be treated as an election without traverse. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application.

Until all claims to the elected product 
are found allowable, an otherwise proper restriction requirement between product 
claims and process claims may be maintained. Withdrawn process claims that are not 
commensurate in scope with an allowable product claim will not be rejoined. See MPEP 
§ 821 .04(b). Additionally, in order to retain the right to rejoinder in accordance with the 
above policy, applicant is advised that the process claims should be amended during 
prosecution to require the limitations of the product claims. Failure to do so may result 
in a loss of the right to rejoinder.
